WITH PF 7241 5/8 IF ANY, WILL BE IN ENVELOPES IN NAME OP RE- 
LEVANT VOLAGS WITH LIST ENCLOSURES: THESE ENVELOPES PUT IN ONE 
SINGLE SEALED ENVELOPE ADDRESSED TO ICEM REF NY WILL BE HAND- 
CARRIED BY A REFUGEE WHO WILL GIVE IT TO ICEM REP ON ARRIVAL 
JFK. HIS NAME WILL BE TELEXED ICEM NY IN ORDER ENSURE REMITT- 
ANCE EFFECTED AND ASSUME ICEM WILL EFPECT DISTRIBUTION 
VOLAGS NY WITHOUT DELAY.

TIZED FOUR ABOVE CASES IN ORDER DEMONSTRATE NEED FOR MEDICAL 
FINDINGS AND WILL BE SATISFIED IF IN FUTURE THEY ARE GIVEN 
PHOTOCOPIES MEDICAL FINDINGS THUS ALLOWING THEM TAKE IMMEDIATE 
FOLLOW UP ACTION WHERE REQUIRED.
